JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 28— 
The State Board of Mediation, by 
unanimous decision, today ruled 
in favor of the St. Louis Public 
Service Co. and against the street- 
car men’s union in ordering a 
public hearing panel to be set up 
immediately to settle the wage 
dispute which is holding up the 
1950 labor contract between the 
company and the union. 

The board, acting under provi- 
sions of the King-Thompson Act, 
the state public utility no-strike 
law, overruled the contention of 
the union that it had properly in- 
voked private arbitration under 
the 1949 contract. The ruling up- 
holds the company position that 
the old contract was terminated 
Dec. 31, under 60 days’ notice 
given by the company, and that 
the private arbitration clause in 
the 1949 contract, invoked by the 
union Dec. 16, does not hold for 
the 1950 contract. 

In its ruling the board said it 
“can not e with the union 
position t arbitration invoked 
prior to the expiration date of 
the contract must go forward on 
issues of the 1950 contract.” 

Applies to Grievances. 


“The union position is sound | 


as to-the arbitration of grievances 
by private arbitration, but does 
not hold as to the new contract,” 
the ruling asserted. “Our board 
always encouraged voluntarily ar- 
bitration and firmly believes that 
agreement should be reached on 
contracts through collective bar- 
gaining. Failure in this, then 
there should be a method of vol- 
untary arbitration. As a final 
result comes the fact-finding, or 
— shearing, panel under the 
ute.” 

Statutory provision calls for 
each side in the dispute to name 
a representative to the public 
panel, and for those two to name 
the third, or public, member, The 
Mediation Board names the pub-; 
lic member if the labor and com- 
pany representatives fail to agree 
on a selection, and the board also 

name the entire panel if 

sides fail to appoint repre- 
sentatives. The board must com- 
plete its work within 15 days after 
it convenes and report its recom- 
mendations to the Governor five 
days after the hearing ends. 

Recommendations of the public 
panel are not binding, as such, on 
the parties in dispute, but refusal 
to comply opens the way, under 
King-Thompson, for the Gover- 
nor to take over and operate a

America must either run the race 
for the hydrogen bomb or risk 


letting Russia win the world by 
default, one of the country’s 
atomic bomb pioneers said last 
night. 

Dr. Harold C. Urey, Nobel prize 
winner in physics and a top 
atomic scientist, said: “In fact, 
we may have already lost the 
armaments race.” He spoke at the 
Roosevelt day dinner of Ameri- 
cans for Democratic Action. 

The H-bomb will be many times 
—some say 1000 times — more 
powerful than the atom bomb, if 
it can be developed. 

Wants Bomb Built. 

“I am very unhappy to con- 
clude that the hydrogen bomb 
should be developed and built,” 
Dr. Urey said. “I do not think 


we shoyld intentionally lose the 
armaments race. To do this would | 
be to lose our liberties and, with | 
Patrick Henry, I value my liber- 
ties more than my life.” 

Dr. Urey referred to the fact 
that President Truman is weigh- 
ing whether the United States 
will launch an H-bomb project 
or not—and also to a report that 
this was postponed as far back as 
1945. 

“These decisions in regard to 
the hydrogen bomb have been 
made in an almost unbelievable 
atmosphere,” he said. . 

“Those people who decided we 
should not develop it believed 
that the U.S.S.R. could not get 
the ordinary atomic bomb in less 
than 10 or 15 years. Time has 
proved them incorrect on this 
point.” 

Dr. Urey said he hoped “very 
much” that research on the H- 
bomb will fail, but he does not 
count on it. 

‘tI think we should assume that 
the H-bomb can be built,” he said. 
He estimated the cost as low as 
$100,000,000. Other estimates 
have run from two to four bil- 
lions. > 

-The scientist said that “due to 
some curious prejudice,” which 
he refused to discuss, the advis- 
ers to the United States Govern- 
ment “have not wished to follow 
certain lines of development” /in 
atomic research. 

“No such prejudice exists 
among the Canadians, British, 
French and ~presumably the 
U.S.S.R.,” he said, “and this has 
put the United States in a very 
unfavorable position relative to 
what might have been. - The re- 
sult of this is a situation highly 
dangerous to the United States.” 

He mentioned reports. that 
H-bombs dropped off the Pacific 
coast would poison the prevailing 
west winds with radioactivity and 
wipe out life in the United States. 

“I cannot vouch for the ac- 
curacy of this statement,” he said, 
but added that the radioactivity 
would be “far greater” than in 
the underwater atom explosions 
at Bikini. 

He speculated about what might 
happen if Russia won the H-bomb 
race, and said the Russian leaders 
might reason this way: 

“It is true that the bomb & ex- 
ceedingly ‘dangerous; and we 
would not wish to produce so 
much radioactivity in the world 
to endanger ourselves and the 
people of Russia.

It is expected the investigation 
will have particular reference to 
the question of why prompt and 
vigorous action was not taken on 
the C.I.D. reports, some’ of them 
now nearly three years old. 

The Senate investigations sub- 
committee staff also is making 
inquiries.

The State Depart- 
Department here confirms that 
the figure is somewhat between 
two billion dollars and two and 
one-half billion dollars. 

Instances of Thievery.

1. The United States armed 
forces had a “tank farm” of 17 
oil tanks and a 35-milé-long feed 
line on Bataan, which was aban- 
doned after the war. Dismant- 
ling was held in abewance until 
sale or transfer could be ar- 
ranged. Because of its size and 
strategic position it was used as 
a landmark by Air Force flyers 
based on Clark Field. One pilot, 
after a routine flight, reported 
the landmark had disappeared.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28—Presi- 
dent Truman, in a letter of deep 
appreciation and regret, formally 
accepted yesterday the resigna- 
‘tion of Clark M. Clifford of St.

The exchange of correspond- 
ence was made public late yes- 
terday after the White House 
press conference. Clifford, in his 
letter, repeated his earlier state- 
ment that “impelling personal 


reasons” made it necessary for 

him to return to his law practice 

so he. could meet “pressing re- 

sponsibilities” to his family. 
Reply by Truman. 

In reply, Truman said he had 
“to take a step which from the 
bottom of my heart I wish could 
be indefinitely deferred.” 

The letter continued: 

“It would be difficult to over- 
state the value of the services 
which you have rendered your 
country. Before you undertook 
your arduous tasks at the White 
House four years ago you had 
met your war obligation by over 
two years of service in the Navy. 

“Through six years of public 
service—and those potentially 
among the most fruitful of your 
professional life—you have de- 
voted your talents and superb 
abilities exclusively to your coun- 
try’s welfare. That is a long time 
for you to be away from the prac- 
tice of the Taw. The urgency of 
your need to return is readily un- 
derstood.” 


Expresses Gratitude. 


The letter concluded: 

“I shall miss you—we shall all 
miss you. My regret at your de- 
parture is tempered by the knowl- 
edge that you are to remain in 
Washington and the assurance 
that I can call upon you as oc- 
casion requires. In going, you 
carry with you every assurance 
of my personal gratitude and ap- 
preciation. You have also earned 
the thanks of the nation which 
you have served so selflessly.”

Forrest Smith to include 
the earnings tax matter in a call 
for a special session of the Leg- 
islature. They never have re- 
ceived any definite answer from 
the Governor to their request. 

There is a feeling that the Gov- 
ernor is attempting to use the 
earnings tax issue as a means of 
forcing local Democrats to sup- 
port his proposal for an increase 
in the gasoline tax, a matter 
which the voters will decide on 
April 4. The gasoline tax pro- 
posal is unpopular here,, but a 
special session of the Legislature 
could not consider the e gs 
tax’ legislation unless the Gover- 
nor includes it in his call. 

There is some legal opinion 
that revision of the city charter 
will enable the city to levy the 
e tax without the netes- 
sity for authorization by the Leg- 
islature. If the proposed new 
charter is adopted, and the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri upholds 
this contention, this may provide 
the city with ‘the necessary 
revenue. 

April 5 Deadline on Charter. 

The drafting of the new charter 
must be completed by April 5. 
It will be submitted to the voters 
for approval within a short time 
thereafter on a date to be set by 
the Board of Freeholders and the 
Board of Aldermen. 

It is the opinion of the mem-. 
bers of the Freeholders that this 
will be before June 30, and that 
any provision for levying an earn- 
ings tax will be effective imme- 
diately upon adoption of the new 
charter.

INCREASE IN CARLOAD RATES 
TO SOUTH ATLANTIC PORTS. 


An increase in railroad carload 
freight rates on commodities 
from Missouri and other inland 
areas to South Atlantic and Flor- 
ida ports was ordered yesterday 
by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission at Washington, effective 
April 20.

City correspondent, points out, the commission’s 
action leaves its 2100 full-time employes free to 
drum up votes. 

It will be disillusioning to see them in the 
fight for a highway law Which is not nearly as 
good as it might be. Missourians are aware of 
its shortcomings. Voters in the cities—the peo- 
ple who pay most of the gas tax—are accus- 
tomed to helping to support rural roads. But 
they object to the way in which half the pro- 
posed 2-cent increase would be earmarked for 
these roads without adequate safeguards for the 
wise spending of the money. 

Gov. Smith is arguing that such protection can 
be afforded by the Highway Conimission under 
his measure.

J, Edgar Hoover’s request for $594,000 and 
677 employes more for the FBI should be ex- 
amined-by Congress at Jeast as carefully as it 
examines budget requests from other agencies. 
“Perhaps even more so—for a federal police 

‘ should be under the constant scrutiny of the 
law-making power in a democracy. And the 
FBI has received less analytical attention than 
its importance warrants, owing to a mistaken 
notion in some quarters that criticizing it would 
be questionable if not, indeed, un-American. 

Mr. Hoover’s assertion that spies are giving 
the FBI more work to do now than at the height 
of the war particularly calls for supporting facts. 
It sounds, as an unsupported statement, like the 
usual line of an agency head seeking to justify 
a budget request. It sounds still more so when 
Mr. Hoover goes on to build up his case for more 
funds by reporting that major crimes are on the 
increase. Most major-crimes are outside the 
province of the FBI. F 


Congress should inquire into whether the FBI 


is using its funds well or whether some of its 
uses are wasteful. Is Mr. Hoover going into ex- 
traneous detail, and continuing to go into it for 
too long a time, in clearing people for security 
so they can be employed. by the Government, 
particularly by the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion? Many atomic scientists believe he is. 

Does the FBI misuse its funds, and its au- 
thority, by wire-tapping? This newspaper be- 
lieves it does, and the director’s defense that not 
many phones are being tapped is no defense at 
all. What is offensive Is that any phones are 
tapped. 

In tapping wires, in carrying security investi- 
gations to a point which some loyal Americans 
consider an excess, and in similar ways, the FBI 
has particularly invited review of its activities 
by Congress. But even if no such invitations 
had occurred, the FBI is properly and neces- 
sarily subject to control—informed centro}—by 
Congress. , 

The same essentials of democracy that require 
the military to be under the eventual control of 
civilians require police forces to be under the 
control of citizens who are not policemen. We 
trust that Congress will be alert to its responsi- 
bilities in this regard by exercising its authority 
as top boss of the FBI. 
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The New Human Relations Council

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Household Prefers to Pull Out 


The Household Finance Corporation’s with- 
drawal from the small loans business in Missouri 
does not evoke very.much sympathy. The com- 
pany may well be finding it unprofitable to lend 
money at the constitutional rate of 8 per cent. 
But the lack of a statute sanctioning a more 
reasonable rate is largely its own fault. House- 
hold was one of the active participants in the 
Jefferson City lobbying for excessive rates. That 
backfired, and so Missouri still has no small loan 
law at all. 

The banks now are making small loans at 8 
per cent, although they are not very happy about 
the business. The manner in which these loans 
are made and pajd involves considerably more 
expense than does a straight comnrercial loan. 
So the banks have been seeking the right to 
charge 16 or 18 per cent. But the small loan 
companies have been trying to get more than 30 
per cent. In view of the experience of the banks, 
it is impossible to believe that there is any war- 
rant whatever for charging such high rates to 
those who can least afford to pay them. 

Why then do the small loan companies fight 
so stubbornly? Why have some of them pre- 
ferred to go out of business in this state rather 
than accept a reasonable rate? Can it be that, 
since they are getting higher rates in sqme other 
states, they would rather have no small loan law 
on the Missouri books than one which would be 
a potent precedent for lower rates elsewhere?

Old-Age Insurance—or Relief? | 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Outright gifts to the aged far outrun retirement annuity benefits 
the recipients have earned; observer finds ft a blight-on work in- 
centives and a spur alike to Townsendite lobbyists and powerful 
labor unions; Congress needs to act with courage and enlightenment.

The day of reckoning has come when 
the country must act to bring order out of 
chaos in its quest for what thus far has 
been an illusory “social security.” 

We have only bits and pieces of a pro- 
gram now and in the main rely upon pub- 
lic relief to meet the needs of the aged. 
More people are receiving federal old-age 


assistance than are receiving benefits , 


under the contributory old-age insurance 
program—and this is in a period of high, 
if not full, employment. 

Payments under the assistance program 
far exceed the amounts paid out as insur- 
ance benefits. The public relief rolls of 
the cities zoom. The emphasis must be 
reversed away from relief and to an ade- 
quate pension system—contributory—in 
which beneficiaries have earned rights. 

President Truman in his economic re- 
port to Congress pointed out that “only 30 
per cent of the aged population are eli- 
gible for social insurance benefits, which 
are so meager that few can retire volun- 
tarily.” While he urges liberalizing the 
insurance program, he vitiates this by also 
pressing for larger federal grants to the 
states for public assistance. 


Premium on. Irresponsibility 


' His proposals will thus accentuate the 
deplorable features of the present situa- 
tion to which Mrs. Agnes E. Meyer calls 
attention in her vigorous article in the 
current Atlantic Monthly. She points out 
that we are “encouraging social irresponsi- 
bility by a social security system weighted 
in favor of the spendthrift. ... The lack of 
coverage for large numbers of workers 
under old-age insurance and the low level 
of benefits made “increases in old-age as- 
sistance almost inevitable.” 

Federal and'‘state expenditures for old- 
age relief have tripled since 1939—totaling 
one and a third billion dollars annually; re- 
flecting the fact that the insurance pro- 
gram covers only 1,800,000 people as com- 
pared with 2,600,000 on assistance. This

uted to organized. labor’s drive for pri- 
vate pension plans from industry.

The land that centers about 
the greatest of American waterfalls is 
important in history and rich with the lore 
of its folk. Yet its astonishing natural 
phenomenon—the “vast and prodigious 
cadence,” as Father Hennepin, one of the 
first white men to it, once called it— 
has so centered attention upon itself that 
few writers have’ recognized the surround- 
ing country as a separate region deserv- 
ing study. 

Mr. Graham has organized his work well 
and his history flows smoothly. It tells 
the story of the Niagara country under- 
standingly and comprehensively. Particu- 
larly to be commended is the fact that he 
keeps the original owners of this land ever 
in mind. From the first chapter to the 
last the American Indian receives just 
consideration as an imposing figure in the 
drama of the region’s development. 

It is to be regretted that so few ir.ter- 
esting facts about life on the western 
reaches of the Erie canal have been in- 
cluded. In a section devoted to Ned Chris- 
ty, the minstrel, the usual canal songs that 
American folk singers have made popular 
are presented with the remark that “with 
the exception of the Christy’s very little 
of the records of the days of the canal 
has survived.” To this exception must be 
taken, and with the suggestion that more 
picturesque and less obvious stuff was 
available. 

In other respects, however, Mr. Graham 
has presented a wealth of detail that de- 
served recording. He has an observant 
eye for the colorful, the appealing, the 
picaresque, and it is good to see in his 
volume the tales of “unhappy far off 
things and battles long ago” which have 
lived on more through oral transmission 
than through formal records. In each ° 
section, as he advances through the pe- 
riods of the region’s history, the author 
has adorned his sound narrative with fas- 
cinating folk-gems—among them the tales 
of the great financial manipulator, Rath- 
bun, the tight-wire walkers and barrel-

Quorum Calls Kill Time. 

By mid-afternoon five quorum 
calls had consumed more than two 
hours. Chairman Lesinski (Dem.), 
Michigan, of the House Labor 
Committee, an FEPC champion, 
said, “We are going to fight fire 
with fire.” 

He got help not only from other 
FEPC backers but from some 
dairy state members who are still 
resentful because Southerners 
backed repeal of the federal oleo- 
margarine taxes. 

The cotton talk went on until 
adjournment with at least another 
hour of debate in prospect on 
Monday. Since the bill still is 
subject to amendments,, all of 
which can be debated, it may be 
late Tuesday before debate ends. 

The Southerners, however, ap- 
peared to have no fear that the 
bill will lose in the final voting. 
The Truman Administration wants 
it passed. 

Limits Cotton Acreage. 

It would limit the acreage cuts 
planters ‘would be subject to un- 
der the new cotton acreage allot- 
ment act. Since planting starts 
in March, it is important to farm- 
ers to determine how many acres 
they will be allowed to cultivate 
without penalty. 

The FEPC bill has beén ap- 
proved by Lesinski’s committee, 
but has been held up in the Rules 
Committee. The measure would 
establish a commission to police 
industry against racial and reli- 
gious discrimination. 

It is considered the No. 1 bill 
on Truman’s civil rights program. 
Asked at his press conference yes- 
terday whether he might be will- 
ing to go for some sort of com- 
promise on a voluntary FEPC 
measure, Truman answered that 
his ideas are clearly set out in his 
message to Congress. 

Senator Russell (Dem.), Georgia, 
has proposed a compromise which 
would give FEPC only advisory 
and educational power, not actual 
authority to enforee a bar on job 
discrimination. 

Inquiry Challenged. 

Representative Van Zandt (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, today challenged 
the legal right of the House Un- 
American Activities Committee to 
investigate anything relating to 
atomic energy. The committee 
has been looking into wartime 
uranium shipments to Russia. 

Van Zandt contended that au- 
thority to deal. with atomic mat- 
ters rests exclusively with the 
Senate-House Atomic Energy 
Committee, of which he is a mem- 
ber. He told reporters he intends 
to ask Speaker Rayburn and Vice 
President Barkley, who is presid- 
ing officer of the Senate, for an 
interpretation of the act setting 
out the jurisdiction of the joint 
committee. 

If his position is upheld, Van 
Zandt said, the Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee would be 
stripped of authority to investi- 
gate anything even remotely con- 
nected with atomic energy. 

Housing Bill. 

Senator Sparkman (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, pro requiring a stif- 
fer down payment for housing 
under the Administration’s new 
program to provide dwellings for 
moderate income groups. 

The program proposed by Tru- 
man would allow co-operatives or 
non profit corporations to qualify 
for long-term, low-interest loans 
by paying down as little as 242 
per cent of the total cost on a 

roject. . 

“I want to increase that to at 
least 5 per cent of the project's 
cost,” Sparkman told a reporter. 

These cash payments would go 
into capital stock of a national 
mortgage corporation for housing 
co-operatrves. Eventually the pay- 
ments would replace $100,000,000 
of Treasury cash advanced to 
start the new program. 

The original bill required that 
co-operatives eventually buy capi- 
tal stock equal to 744 per cent of 
their loans. 

“I think that should be in- 
creased to 10 per cent,” Spark- 
man added. “The persons getting 
the homes would then have a 
larger investment in them.” 
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$5 000,000 DIKE FUND 
SOUGHT BY TRUMAN 


$4,000,000 to Be Used for 
Repairs in Ohio Valley. 
and in Missouri. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP)— 
President Truman has asked Con- 
gress for $5,000,000 for emergency 
repairs to levees and other flood 
control works. 

Of this, $4,000,000 would be 
used along Ohio river tributaries, 
including the Wabash; along the 
St. Francis and White rivers in 
Arkansas and Missouri, “and in 
other parts of the country” swept 
by recent floods. 

The remaining $1,000,000 was 
sought for “urgent repair work 
prior to the 1950 hurricane sea- 
son” on levees at Lake Okeecho- 
bee, Florida, which Truman said 
were weakened by the hurricane 
last August. 

The money for the work would 
go to the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers. 

The requests were included in 
supplemental appropriation esti- 
mates asking for an extra $663,- 
327,294 in cash for Government 
expenses. Most of it is for vet- 
erans’ aid and occupation costs 
overseas. 

Truman also requested author- 
ity to borrow or contract for an 
additional $65,000,000. ° 

The requests will mean little 
or no change in the estimated 
deficits of $5,500,000,000 in the 
current fiscal year ending June 30 
and $5,100,000,000 for the 1951 
fiscal year. : 

Much of the spending had been 


panticipated or had been offsét by 


cuts in other budget items. 
Included among the requests 
were: 

Three hundred and twenty mil- 
lion dollars for the Army’s Gov- 
ernment and relief activities in 


Loceupied areas for fiscal 1951. 


Fifty million dollars for the ex- 
pansion of the rural telephone 
program authorized last year. 
Twenty millien dollars for wind 
tunnels to be used in supersonic 
experiments and training.

Leonard de ‘Paur Leads 33 
Voices in Wide Range 
of Selections.

Leonard de Paur’s Infantry 
Chorus, comprised principally of 
veterans of the 372d Infantry, 
made its St. Louis debut last night 
a memorable one. It was. an in- 


spiring musical event which left 
no doubt that the chorus, in a 
comparatively short civilian life, 
merits the ranking given else- 
where as one of the country’s 
leading professional singing or- 
ganizations. 

Former Capt. de Paur is un- 
questionably a first-class musician 
who knows how to make singers 
sing. The 33 Negro voices he 
commands almost match his mu- 
sicianship. De Paur’s chorus gave 
more than 1500._performances for 
armed services colleagues during 
the war and most of the men 
elected to remain with the chorus. 
Snappy gray gabardine battle 
jackets add a neat sartorial touch 
to their appearance. 

Last night’s proceedings proves, 
for one thing, that this chorus is 
capableof a more varied program 
than a typed singing body such 
as the Don Cossacks. De Paur’s 
men offered works by such con- 
temporaries as Paul Creston and 
Herbert Haufrecht, folk songs 
from Latin America, World War 
II songs from various countries, 
Negro spirituals and work songs 
and songs of faith. Numbers 
ranged from Palestrina’s sixteenth 
century “O Bone Jesu” to asome- 
what spicy Trinidad caplyso item, 
“Ugly Woman,” from “Deep Riv- 
er” to “I’ve t Sixpence,” the 
R.A.F. marching song.

“Rodger Young,” the Frank Loes- 
ser song dedicated to a G.I. killed 
in Pacific fighting. Another was 
an encore, “The Whippenpoof 
Song,” which De Paur conducted 
in the original “Winged Victory” 
show. The evening’s soloists per- 
formed admirably; the chorus 
itself displayed fine balance, well- 
blended range of timbres, sharp 
rythmic precision and breath-tak- 
ing shadings. Passages tdo order- 
ly or too concise were not offen- 
sive. True vocal quality was never 
sacrificed for special effects. 

A capacity audience at Howard 
Hall, The Principia, was more 
than pleased, judging from ap- 
plause. It is hoped that if the 
chorus calls here again it will per- 
form ‘in a hall large enough to 
hold an audience of the size it 
deserves.

Alabama went 
for state rights presidential nomi- 
nee Gov. Strom Thurmond of 
South Carolina in the last elec- 
tion. 

Gov. Sid McMath of Arkansas 
said the states rights movement 
was getting nowhere in his state, 
adding, “We are all Democrats.” 
Gov. Kerr Scott of North Carolina 
said there was no trouble from 
states righters here. 

Daniels, editor of the Raleigh 
(N. C.) News and Observer, and 
Democratic National Committee- 
man from North Carelina, set the 
keynote for the meeting. 

Uses Careful Language. 

Daniels, who helped write some 
of President Truman’s 1948 cam- 
paign speeches, couched his werds 
in careful language. 

“National issues, suggested as 
discussion topics by members of 
the Democratic Southern Confer- 
ence, will comprise the agenda of 
the sessions,” he said. 

And, he went on to say: “The 
South is the seed ground of the 
Democratic party, and Southern 
Democrats are united in wishing 
to discuss the great problems of 
world and domestic affairs that 
now face the nation.

This closes the door to a nego- 
tiated peace. The Truman Demo- 
crats—the principal advocates of 
civil rights—will not deal with 
Southerners in. the absence of 
word from the President. Nor 
will the Republicans join their 
Southern allies in affirmative ac- 
tion. They were caught last year 
in a negative maneuver on the 
stiffened cloture rule and are 
still smarting from the bad pub- 
licity that resulted. 

So the same old prospect of 
fighting and filibuster endures. 
The House will finally get some 
civil-rights bills, perhaps all of 
them, and pass them. .The South- 
ern Sefhators will filibuster and 
probably succeed in stalemating 
action. 

Then the issue will go into the 


|election where, as usual, it will 


be hardest on the progressive 
Southerners, who would escape 
from it if they felt they could. 

Their Democratic colleagues 
dislike, for example, to draw an 
issue against such Southerners up 
for re-election this fall as Ful- 
bright, Hill, Hoey, Long and 
Pepper. Most of them would add 
Senator Walter George of 
Georgia, the conservative chair- 
man of finance, both because they 
respect him personally and be- 
cause they are-often glad to have 
him save them from themselves 
in fiscal matters. 

Shadow Over Debate. 

The impending filibuster also 
casts its shadow over debate. In 
the partisan clashes between Re- 
publicans and Democrats, where 
the principal aim is election 
propaganda, most of the -South- 
erners are sitting on their hands. 
Senator Connally, chairman of 
Foreign Relations, will rise to de- 
fend his international course and 
Senator Tydings of Armed Serv- 
ices champions his own. But they 
get little backing from . fellow 
Southerners, who include some of 
the ablest skirmishes on the floor. 

The Southerners are not offend- 
ing any Republicans until the 
civil rights showdown is out of 
the way. No chance is taken 
that the idle . wisecrack of a 
partisan encounter will leave a 
scar. = 

The result is to place a heavy 
burden upon the majority leader, 
Senator Lucas, and his principal 
aids, who must be ready to bear 
the heat and burden of the day 
at all times. 2 

That the Southerners. are 
restive under their role appears 
evident. They enjoy their trade 
more than most and they realize 
they are not rising to the posi- 
tions of leadership here to which 
their talents entitle them. They 
have made some moves of their 
own; it is possible that it is later 
than the President thinks.

AMES, Ia., Jan. 28 (UP)—Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt indicated last 
night that she is not convinced 
of Alger Hiss’s guilt and said his 
perjury trial “troubled me a very 
great deal.” 

She intimated at a press con- 
ference that she had misgivings 
about the case, particularly the 
weight to be given to testimony 
by Hiss’s accuser, Whittaker 
Chambers. % 

The widow of the President’ 
said she was “not reluctant” to 
talk about the Hiss affair. 

“You see, of course, I was not 
a member of the jury and I can- 
not judge the legal phases of the 
case,” she said. 

“But it seems rather horrible 
to condemn someone on the testi- 
mony of another person who by 
his own admission is a perjurer 
and a former Communist,” she 
said, referring to Chambers’s ac- 
cusations against Hiss. 

“It troubles me a very great 
deal, you see. If a person had 
been disloyal and feared exposure, 
the only way for him to go scot 
free would be to confess the crime 
and then accuse someone else of 
the same things.” 

She said it would “seem strange” 
to her for Hiss to continue to 
protest his innocence, unless he 
were speaking the truth. Mrs. 
Roosevelt said she did not know

Christopher W. Johnson, for- 
mer president of the old St. Louis 
Basket & Box Co. and a member 
of the St. Louis Board of Educa- 
tion for 26 years before his re- 
tirement from the board in 1923, 


died of cancer yesterday at his 
home, 3409 Longfellow boulevard. 
He was 87 years old. 

Funeral services will be at 2 
p.m. Monday at the C. Hoffmeis- 
ter undertaking establishment, 
6464 Chippewa street. Burial will 
be in Bellefontaine Cemetery. . 

Born near Chicago, Mr. John- 
son was self-educated. At the age 
of 10 he sold newspapers and - 
blacked boots in Chicago. Then 
he became a sawmill mechanic in 
Michigan, learning the use and 
handling of saws. 

Came Here in 1881 With $3.80. 

Arriving in St. Louis in 1881 
with $3.80 in his pockets, he wan- 
dered to the riverfront in search 
of work and was referred to the 
old St. Louis Basket Co., where 
he obtained employment. Im- 
pressed with his energy, his em- 
ployers alplowed him to take a 
one-third interest in the company 
and nine years later, in 1890, he 
became president of the concern 
which was renamed the St. Louis 
Basket & Box Co. 

Mr. Johnsen became a member 
of the Board of Education in 1897. 
The board elected that year was 
the first named under the new 
charter granted the Board of Edu- 
cation because of public indigna- 
tion over political domination of 
the public school system. He re- 
mained on the board until 1923, 
when he retired from it because 
of increasing factional differences 
among board members. 

During the years he spent on 
the school board, he served two 
terms as president. It was re- 
ported that, during those years, 
he quietly gave considerable 
amounts of his personal funds to 
worthy recipients, such as teach- 
ers in need of funds to complete 
their education. 

Once Worth $3,500,000. 

The basket and box company 
Mr. Johnson headed prospered to 
such an extent that in the late 
1920s he was reputed to be worth 
some $3,500,000. He also had 
become a purchaser of timber 
lands, with the backing of the 
late Adolphus Busch, and was 
president of the Dolphin Land 
Co. During the 1920s, he trav- 
eled extensively, making several 
trips to Europe. 

Mr. Johnson's fortune, however, 
was practically wiped out in the 
depression of the 1930s. The 
bank holiday in the early part of 
that decade cost him some $1,500.- 
000 and, subsequently, he lost 
control of the St. Louis Basket & 
Box Co., which became St. Louis 
Plywood Manufacturers, Inc. 

Mr. Johnson served this suc- 
cessor company as a consulting 
engineer until his retirement in 
1947. He was a member of the 
board of directors of Missouri 
‘Portland Cement Co. 

In 1889 he married Miss Lilly 
G. Scherer of St. Louis, who died 
in 1914. Two years‘later Mr, 
Johnson married Miss Willa H. 
Bradford, a school teacher of 
Meadowbrook, L.I., who suryives 
him. Also surviving are a son, 
Christopher W. Johnson Jr., and 
two grandchildren, all of the 
Longfellow boulevard address.

JE regret to announce that Household 
Finance Corporation will discon- 
tinue making loans in Missouri after 
January 28, 1950. This action has been 
forced on us by failure of the legislature 
to pass a small loan law under which 


consumer loans may be made at a profit. 


Household Fi nance Corporation 
has served Missouri people since 1927. 


In that time we have made 367,129_ 


loans amounting to $63,647,682. More 


than 150,000 of these loans were for $100 


or less. In 1945 (the last year of opera- 


tion under the small loan law), we had 


a net income in Missouri of $44,248. This 


was a profit of 4.88% on the average 


amount of outstanding loans. 


The Missouri Small Loan Law was 
invalidated in 1946 by thé new Missouri 
Constitution which has the effect of lim- 
iting interest charges on all types of 
loans to 8% simple interest a year. 


In the hope that a new small loan 
law would be passed, Household has 
continued to make loans in Missouri 
since 1946 at exactly 8% a year, as re- 
quired by law. Our loss for the three 
years of 1947, 1948 and 1949 was $301,587.

If the small loan bill proposed by the 
eonference committee of the legisla- 
ture late last year had been passed, 
Household would have continued to 
serve Missouri people.
